It is mu ch, he says, as if a candi­ 
date were to ru n for the presidency 
and have one wet platform and one 
dry platform. 
Thu s while one section of the 
British 
government, 
headed 
by 
Chu rchill and Birkenhead, rants 
and hollers against Ru ssia and all 
its works, the other and more 
moderate part of the same govern­ 
ment goes right along bu ilding u p 
trade relations with Ru ssia so that 
bu siness between the two cou n­ 
tries continu es to increase qu ite re­ 
gardless of the anti-red vitu pera­ 
tions from London. 
\ 
Only one possibility is likely to 
break off both diplomatic and trade 
relations with Ru ssia, it is su g­ 
gested, and that is the possibility 
that Ru ssia might attempt to tam­ 
per with India. England’s control 
over India is far more valu able 
than her trade with Ru ssia, so that 
her cou rse in case India "were en­ 
dangered by commu nistic 
influ ­ 
ences seems to be obviou s. 
The most interesting angle of the
